States is without peer in speed and

This fact was revealed in the Air­ 
craft Year Book for 1936, published 
I recently by the Aeronautical Cham­ 
ber of Commerce of America. 
Germany shows the most rapid 
development in combat ships, which 
classification 
includes 
all 
arm ed 
planes, pursuit-flghters, light and 
heavy bombers, attack, arm ed scout 
and observation, arm ed patrol and 
transport ships, and all ships in 
active service. 
France Lost in 1935 
“ The United States, F rance and 
Japan lost in the actual numerical 
strength during 1935,” the Aircraft 
Year Book shows, "but that is not 
nearly as significant as the fact that 
in each country technical progress 
has been rapid. 
"France a year ago had many 
combat planes, but is now devoting 
a great effort toward modernizing 
her combat planes. Jap a n plans to 
re-equip all squadrons by 1938. 
"The United States is still ahead 
of other nations in technical excel­ 
lence of its combat planes, but that 
can be traced solely to the m om en­ 
tum of the past.” 
With a view toward keeping ahead 
of other nations in the air, G reat 
Britain is engaged in a m am m oth 
expansion program. Her total com­ 
bat strength increased from 2,800 
planes in 1935 to 3,600 in 1936, with
